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Council loses quorum over fight

The alleged assault of a Univ- 
ersity College resident by a paid 
employee of the SGA was main- 
ly responsible for last Sunday's 
loss of quorum at the 9th reg- 
ular meeting of the SGA* 

UC's representatives on the SGA 
Council felt that there was enough 
student concern shown over the 
incident to bring the matter be- 
fore council. The representatives, 
Sandy Siren, Ted Kirk, Vivian Eas- 
ton and Anita Fraser all voted in 
favour of a motion to suspend 
temporarily the orders of the 
day. The motion, which required 
a two-thirds majority, failed to 
carry, whereupon the UC reps, 
angered by the wholesale absten- 
tion of the executive, left them?et- 
ing. The result of this action was 
the loss of quorum, since there 
wore now less than 15 members 
present. 

Some of the Issues to be dis- 
cussed at the meeting included: 
Approval of the Social Convenor 1 

salary, the decision as Whether to 
subsidize the sending of students 
to the "Ontario Students Action 
Conference" at Brock University 
and the winter Carnival report- 
from the Social Convenor. 

When asked why the matter was 
brought up at the council, Anita 
Fraser said that she hoard of the 
Incident and contacted Nell Mac- 
Donald, President of the SGA, the 
following day, MacDouald told her 
that "he would not interfere in the 
private affairs of his council."

Residence fees 
up all over

Since Hennessey's tumultuous 
announcement of a fifteen percent 
Increase in residence fees for 
University College, Married Stud- 
ents^ and Single Students resid- 
ence, the Church affiliated col- 
leges have also seen fit to raise 
their residence fees nost year. 

Following in the U.C.'s foot- 
steps, the singles In all three of 
the other residences, Thorneloe, 
Huntington, and University of 
Sudbury, will Increase next year by 
$100 to $750. Like U.C., the doubles 
in U of S will go up from $590 to 
$CS0, an increase of $60. 

Huntington, in their price of 
doubles, Is the only church affil- 
iated college to depart from U.C'.s 

lead. They are planning to charge 
$000 for a double, up only $10 

from this year* 

"Huntington's doubles aremuch* 
smaller thanours"aU of S spokes- 
person stated last week * Huntintr- 
ton had close ot 20 doubles unren- 
ted this year, and the lower price 



for doubles rennets an attempt to 
rent them all next year. 

A Thorneloe spokesperson ind- 
icated that they were following 
University College's lead when he 
said;" We're the samo as everyone 
else; we aren't trying to undercut 
the other colleges V 

Residence fees at other univer- 
sities across the province will be 
increasing substantially In the next 
year. According to Roman Wolos- 
iczuk, Laurentian's Student Aff- 
airs Officer, who did a telephone 
chock of fee Increases at other 
institutions last week, they aver* 
age even higher than Laurentian's 



proposed increases. 

Brock University' s singles are 
increasing from $685 to $755, and 
their doubles from $610 to $670. 
Guelph's singles are increasing 
from $710 to $804 and their doubles 
from $680to$744. Wilfred Laurler 
University in Waterloo threatens 
to increase their residence fees 25 
to 30 percent over this years $G35 
for singles and $GO0 for doubles. 
Trent University plans to up 
their residence fees from $770 
to $840 for a single and $695 
to $765 for a double. Windsor's 
singles are only golnp up $40 to 
$790 and their doubles $30to$CC0. 
York's rates for singles will Inc- 
rease from $740 to $785 and for 
doubles from $615 to $GS2. 

This is, of course, a very Inc- 
omplete survey, as mnny univer- 
sities were not consulted, but it 
indicates a rather substantial inc- 
rease overall In residence fees.

Case for reduction

A very clear and cogent case can 
be made for reducing rather than 
raising the foes for Single Stu- 
dents Residence. One need mer- 
ely decide to aim for a resid- 
ence that is completely full ra- 
ther than one that Is 2/3 foil. 

Single Students has a resid- 
ence capacity of 106 singles & 
268 doubles after one deducts 
the accomodation allotted to the 
Dons, the Porter and the Senior 
resident. This could yield a to- 
tal of $235,000.00 at the present 
rate. Assuming that the residence 
Is 9G% full, this Is $223,600.00. 



From estimates prepared by Mr. 
Hennessy, the costs of operation 
at that level of occupancy for 
next year would be $258,300.00. 
In addition to this is money earned 
during the summer operations. 
Last year this was $50,000.00. 
Hennessy's estimate for next 
year's revenue from such oper- 
ations Is $40,000.00. This will 
produce a surplus Of $11,300.00. 

This amount is approximately eq- 
uivalent to 4% of the student fees. 
The single students residence 
could break even with a 4% de- 
crease In fees.

Dining Room. Dr. Desmarais as- 
sured the students that they would 
be fully consulted bofoie any final 
decision is reached regarding res- 
idence fees and that if there was 
any information the students want- 
ed or needed to judge the fair- 
ness of the university's case, 
Mr, Obonsawln, the secretary, 
would get it for them. 

A letter was sent through cam- 
pus mail on Tuesday to Mr. Ob- 
onsawln listing information the 
students wished to have available. 
On Thursday a call to Mr. Ob- 
onsnwln's office elicited the in- 
formation that he was out of town 
that he had received the request 
and that he would get the infor- 
mation when he returned next 
Thursday. 

It is unfortunate that the day 
Mr. Obonsawln has promised to 
start getting the information is 
the day that Senate meets to de- 
cide on tho residence fees.

wiien contacted, MacDonald ad- 
mitted that Fraser contacted him 
reiterated her statement that he 
had no control over his council 
members. He further stated, "If

after the combined Cambrian Pub 
and Fraser for tier alleged sland- 
erous remarks as brought forth to 
my attention by Steve McNevltls."

As far as the loss of quorums! the 
SGA meeting was concerned, Mac- 
Donald felt the UC members did 
not go by the rules. lie thought 
s they attempted to have the orders 
of the day suspended to discuss a 
mitter not mentioned and whenthe 
matter failed to get the required 
two-thirds majority they walked 
out. 

it should be noted, that follow- 
ing the disruption of the meeting, 
the UC representatives, and sev- 
eral concerned students converged 
upon Lambda's office to express 
their dissatisfaction with the coun- 
cil's handling of the matter. They 
feared the incident would simply 
be buried, not unlike many other 
issues on campus.

Convenor accused

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Ron Potapchuk, "All I remember 
is lying there" 



Ron Potapchuk, a resident ot UC 
and a representative on the UC 
council was beaten in a campus 
parking lot last Thursday night. 
The alleged assailant is Mark 
Mleto , employed by the SGA as 
the social convenor. 

According to Potapchuk and sev- 
eral other witnesses, Mleto was 
involved in a scuffle in the Laur- 
entlan Pub prior ot the Incident 
outside. It began with an exchan- 
ge between Mleto and Ray Mccor- 
mick who stated" It had nothing to 
do with Ron (Potapchuk), he hel- 
ped to break it up." McCormick 
then left the Pub to return to res- 
idence. A few minutes later Pot- 
apchuk and Kathy Coulter, who 
was accompanying Potapchuk, met 
Mieto In the parking lot where he 
was getting into his track. Mleto 
is supposed to have accused Pot- 
apchuk of slanderous statements 
and then to have assaulted him 
without provocation. According to 

Potapchuk and the female witness, 
Potapchuk did not make any att- 



empt to defend himself, having 
been knocked down In the first 
few seconds. "Ron went down and 
Mieto besan to kick him in the 
face repeatedly. When I asked 
Stan Pawlawitz ( who was wtth 
Mleto) to stop It, he just laugh- 
ed," said Kathy Coulter. Roger 
Sassviilc came along and helped 
Potapchuk to the U of S residence. 
lie was then taken to the hospital. 
"We had to bring Ron to the hospit- 
al that night, Ids eye was complet- 
ely closed and he needed stitches. 
The tip ot his nose was the only 
part of his face not swollen or 

cut/'said McCormick later. 

Potapchuk, who had an eye 
operation before Christmas is 
seeking legal counsel prior to 
pressing charges. 

When asked about the incident 
Mieto at first refused to commant. 
He later stated that the fight had 
been provoked by Potapchuk, 
who threw the first punch. "I 
never hit him directly," said 
Mleto. He did not deny being invol- 
ved in the fight.

The business is best suited 
to a partnership since it Is open 
21 hours a week the owners have 
to arrange thoir classes to fit 
in with their working schedule.

If you have been reading about 
the current interest in expan- 
sion of the mind and have been

This service is supplied to you by the generous SGA. The ones 
that spend your money so efficiently.

With the new hours 
(52 per week) it is pulling in about $6.50 per day. ,When you do 
some very simple arithmetic any economist can see that it works out 
to $70.00 for 72 hours and $45.50 for 52 hours - Jess per hour than 
with the previous schedule. 

Another interesting note. The room now closes at 8:00 p.m.- 
Sundays and 12:00 midnight on Fridays and Saturdays. Before it was 
10:00 p.m. and 2:00 a.m. Mike states that the busiest time is after 
supper and that if the service was open until 2:00, there's a good 
chance of getting students that are returning from the pub. It's a 
busy period for the U itching-Post. Could it not also be the same 
for the Games Room? 

Even if it doesn't draw that extra volume of business, the room 
was set up to be a service for the students. Why does it have to 
be the only exception to all other "social functions" -and be run on 
a " breakeven" basis?

The ad hoc Senate Committee 
on Residence Fees held its Orst 
meeting on Wednesday, February 
2G, nearly a week after It was 
struck by Senate. The committee 
was directed by Senate to review 
the need for an Increase in res- 
idence fees and to report to a 
special mectlngof Senate on March 
6th. No Information had been cir- 
culated to the members In advance 
of the meeting, but tho requirement 
of getting a report out to Senate 



5 days In advance of the March Gth 
meeting placed conslderablepres- 
sure on the committee to come to 
an Immediate conclusion. This 
pressure for a superficial scrut- 
iny of the facts was resisted and It 

was agreed to forward alt the in- 
formation presently available to 
the committee on toSenate. A pro- 
jection of the costs of operating 
the residences at aD6%occupancy 
rate was also to be drawn up. 
The meeting lasted from 3;30 



to 7;30. Some student members 
were of the impression that a con- 
census had been reached by the 
end of the meeting that a combin- 
ation of higher rates and lower 
fees would enable the residences 
to break even. However the draft 
minutes of the meeting prepared 
by the chairman of the committee 
•Mr. Hennessy, show this as only 
the position of the student mem- 
bers. The committee will maet 
again on Monday and try to reach 
some conclusions.

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The financial crisis facing post-secondary 
institutions in Ontario can be reduced to the 
specific problem of revenue and expenditure: 
who pays and who benefits from the private 
(students' tuition) and public {government 
grants) outlay for education in this sector of 
Ontario. Is it the students alone who receive alt 
the benefits from increased academic and 
technical education (in the form of increased 
wages and salaries), or does the corporate and 
commercial sector of the economy share in the 
educational spillover (in the form of increased 
corporate profits?) 

The preliminary work undertaken in this 
study Indicates that the corporate sector of tho 
economy receives the benefits of the expansion 
of the post*sccondary educational system. 

Chart no. 2 indicates that while the entire 
economy underwent expansion in the 20 year 
time span of our study, the increases were not 
even in oil sectors. Gross national product/gross 
national expenditure (GNP/GNE) increased by 
450.7 per cent, wages and salaries by 483.0 per 
cent, but the non-wages and salaries component 
of GNE increased by 658.9 per cent over tho 
same period, (Corporate profits -605 per cent, 
interest and miscellaneous investment income - 
708.2 per cent, dividends to non-residents 
-311.8 per cent.) 

Further, with respect to tho GNE (chart no. 
8), there has been a shift in distributive shares 
over our time study. Wages and salaries while 
increasing 3.2 per cent absolutely have only 
increased 6.4 per cent relative to t{ioir distribu- 
tive share. White profits, investment and dividend 
income increased 5.4 per cent absolutely, their 
relative share increased dramatically to 37.5 per 
cent. Corporate profits alone increased 3 per cent 
absolutely and 28.3 per cent relative to their 

distributive share. 

There has been much confusion about 
whether our economic expansion has been real or 
inflationary, and if it has been inflationary who 
has been causing the Inflation. 

Chart no. 3 indicates that while wages have 
risen in the commercial sector 64.7 index points 
from 1962 to 1974, profits have risen by111.7 
index points. The manufacturing sector exhibits 
similar results. Wages have risen 43.2 index 
points while profits have risen 90.0 index points. 

For the same period the real domestic product 
rose by 108 index points to 208.0 as of 
September 1974. The consumer price index has 
risen by 72.2 index points and stands at 172.2 as 
of September 1974. Clearly, labour has been 
increasing tho level of productivity, but its share 
of the product in the form of wages lags behind 
the real price rise and level of growth in the 
increased productivity. Only corporate profits 
have Increased their share of tha expanded 
productivity. {See Chart no. 6 and table no. 2 for 

Ontario,) 

If, by assumption, an expanding economy 
requires an expanded skilled technical, adminis* 



trative, professional and managerial labour force, 
then the educational sector becomes keyed to 
the tempo of economic growth. 

Chart no. 7 demonstrates that the corporate 
sector's profit rise is directly correlated to tho 
growth in the number of graduates from post 
secondary institutions. Profits in this period of 
our study rose by 269 per cent and graduates 
rose comparably by 278 per cent. We can make 
the obvious connection that, as tho real level of 
productivity has risen it has boon in largo part as 
a result of the increased level of educational 

training of the labour force. 

If tho corporate sector benefits directly from 
education (and their profits indicate that they 
do) then the obvious question to ask is are they 
paying their share of the educational costs in 
corporate taxation? 

Charts no. 4 and 5 show clearly that corporate 
taxes have not risen as fast as their profit levels. 
For the period of our study (1954-1973) profits 
rose 418.2 per cent while corporate taxes only 
rose 163.6 per cent. Wages and salaries rose 
391,5 per cent as compared to 688.9 per cent 
increase for personal income taxes. Clearly the 
revenue raised from personal income taxes bear 
tho brunt of educational expenditures in Canada, 

not corporate profit taxes. 

Corporate taxes as a percentage of before tax 
profits have declined from 45.3 per cent (1954) 
to 23.4 per cant (1973). Chart no. 4 calculates 
tho revenue which would have been raised in 
1974 from corporate taxes, had their 1974 
percentage been the same as 1 954. We estimate it 
to be approximately 3.1 billion dollars; more 
than adequate to cover all increased operating 
and capital costs of tho pos t*second a ry sector. 

We have been speaking generally with respect 
to the relationship between graduates of the 
post-secondary educational sector and tho private 
sector of the economy. Specific details should 
clarify tho point: Who really benefits from 
post-secondary education? 

Employment statistics for 1970 and 1972, the 
latost available, give a fair indication of who 
employs graduates from iho post-secondary 
education system. The employment pattern 
seems to be fairly consistent over several years. 

Of all graudates from colleges of applied arts 
and technology {CAAT'S) 59.7 per cent were 
employed by corporations and other big busin- 
esses. Of university graudates, 53 por cent were 
also absorbed by the commercial, manufacturing 
and corporate sector. 

Financial institutions absorbed over 20 per 
cent of all graduates. 

Public utilities, and transport and communica- 
tions industries accounted for 20.5 por cent of 
the CAAT graduates and 12.8 per cent of the 
university graduates employed. 

This sector, while not included under corpor- 
ations and big business, includes such corporate 
mammoths as Bell Canada, and tho CP group.

this weekend, as Ottawa handed 
them a 73-G1 loss. 

Coach Ken Shields stated that 
the contest was "close all the 
way/' as LU was only 4 points 
behind after a "poorly played" 
first half. Shields was very opt- 
imistic at this time In play, as the 
team was in no foul dif Acuity ar*d 
the lead "could have boon 20 
points," Ken summed It up, by 
saying, "The boys wanted It bad. 
They felt quite confident that they 
could win and we were well prep- 
ared for Ottawa, but wo tightened 
up, played too cautious and It's 
that "human" factor in the gamu 
that is so unpredictable." 

"Ottawa capitalized on our 
errors as there were 40 turn- 
overs throughout the game." The 
Vees kept Ottawa within 4-6 point's 
all evening and limited their top 
scorer to points and 2 rebounds. 
Jeff Bennett(19 points) and Pat 
SIgnorotti played very good games 
and Mel Bishop was alsooneof the 



top point men with 13. 

Asked If the Vees have a chance 
for a "wild card" into the Nat- 
ional finals, Shields didn't seem 
very optimistic. Windsor has a 
bettor chance than us 3s the Vees 
seasonal play wasn't the best. 
In the consolation game, the 
Vees dropped it to Windsor by 12 
to 14 points ( memories are fog- 
ged). With D minutes to go, the blue 
and gold had whittled an 18 point 
lead down to 7. At this point, Ken 
Olynik fouled out giving Windsor 
even a better edge. 

Mark Bennett and Eric Anderson 
played a strong game for the Vees. 
The Championships are being 
held this year, starting March 7. 
Shields says that the three teams to 
watch are Waterloo, St Mary's, 
(Halifax) and the University of 
Manitoba. Waterloo has a slight 
edge, as they have been ranked 
number one all season, as well 
as playing on the home court, 
with a following of 5,000 fans.

For alt of you uninformed peo- 
ple who aren't up-to-date with rec- 
ent events, let meremlndyou of the 
publication of Dr. Perslnger's book 
"Patterns of the Paranormal." Aft- 
er many years of painstaking res- 
earch that pioes all the way back 
when the author was working tow- 
ards a master's degree, the book 
represents many long hours of thre- 
ading out patterns and models that 
would satisfy the rigid requirements 
of that uncanny science known as 
"parapsychology. M Many scientists 
disregard research'in this pseudo- 
science not because of the authent- 
icity of the phenomena (however It Is 
not until recently that tills was est- 
ablished) hut because of the myst- 
erious nature of the variables that 
make isolation and replication In 
the laboratory literally impossible. 
Paranormal experiences are hichlv 
private behaviours which involve 
complex behavioural patterns est- 
ablished in pre-verba! years, rel- 
igious belief systems and a good 
deal of environmental factors. Any- 
one or all of these factors would 
account for a pa*unormal exper- 
ience, so you see the problems

lacing a researcher in this field. 
The scientific community has not 
helped the situation by demanding 
such high standards of authenticity 
for paranormal models that if this 
rigor was applied to sciences like 
biology and chemistry, they would 
still be in the 1930X This is why 
the science of parapsychology is 
slightly emerging from crude scl- 
entlgic methods of Investigations 
such as 7ener cards. However, now 
that the existence of the phenomena 
has been proven without doubt, new 
avenues of thoughts and methods of 
research are attraclng prominent 
young researchers In this field. 
Dr. Perslnger Is one of the dom- 
ineering pioneers In this science. 
The beauty of his model is that It 
explains fairly well most paranor- 
mal behaviours in terms of fundam- 
ental processes of psychology such 
as classical conditioning. The hook 
covers a wide range of well-known 
paranormal experiences that had 
been explained or rather unexplained 
up to now by Intrinsic motives of 
human behaviour. The author deals

on. For all of those phenomena, he 
elaborates on the patterns and the 
possible mechanisms that could 
mediate such behaviours, at various 
levels of discourse such as operant 
and classical behavioural theory, 
body-stress chemistry, psychoso- 
matic Induced illnesses, brain bio- 
chemistry and various other path- 
ological nervous system disorders* 
The data is supported by typical 
cases In study of the relevant phen- 
omenas. To conclude thlsbookisa 
must for every psychology student 
and would make Interesting reading 
for the sophisticated layman. Let 
us encourage our faculty In their 
efforts of research by keeping up 
to date with them, and offering 
constructive crftleria of their work.
